RACES AT CHARLESTON 

At the request of a valued correspondent, we 
have been induced to lay before our readers the 
subjuined account of the races at Charleston, 
S.C. over the Washington Course, between Ber- 
trand, Kate and Aratus. 
| ly one of the finest horses on the American Turf, 


Bertrand is undoubted- 


both as a racer and a stallion, and we are grati- 
fied to note that his namesake Bertrand, jr. is 
likely to do no diseredit ta the family. 

The aceount below was written by Governor 
Wilson, of South Carolina, for the Turf Regis. 
ter, in 1826. Mr. Skinner remarks of it, “ it i# 
one of the very best descriptions of a race that 
we have ewer read.” [This is high praise; but 
spirited as we allow itto be, the Editor's sweep- 
ing eulogiain will hardly convince as that it will 
but merely compare with “An Ovp Tureman’s” 
account of the Flirtilla race, or the one between 
Eclipse and Sir Henry.

decided against rannuing bis horse; and it was

Expectation was on tiptoe at | 
this juneture ; and when, at the turn, Bertrand 
was compelled to fall in, all feared for the result. 
On the third and last round, at the same point, 
Bertrand made his last push, and succeeded in 
pasying his antagonist and taking the track. | 
Aratus now hung on his haunches until the last 
quarter,when the great and last effort was made, 
and the heat was won by Bertrard hy half a 
length. The burst of joy at this moment was 
long, loud, severe,and reiterated again and again, 
The great horse of the south had performed the 
greatest race on record—Bertrard's reputation 
was now placed beyond the reach of contingen- 
cies. ‘The eagle that was hawked at by mous- 
ing owls, had not only escaped unhurt, but had 
risen toa more subline and towering height. 
Bertrand was pow one of the first horses in the 
world. ‘Phe great reputation he had already 
gained, left him now without a rival. All were | 
gratified at his victory. ‘The ladies waved their | 
handkerchiefs in exultation, and their smiles of | 
joy gave 4 new justré to their beanty. Congra. | 
Lulations seemed ta be passing between all, ‘The | 
great trial had resulted in favor of the great horse. 
So fine a race was never run on the Washington 
course ; and the oldest sportsmen averred that 
they never saw any thing superior on any turf. 
The day was very warm, the sun bright and 
clear, and all seemed delighted and charmed with 
the sports of the day. The following isthe time
